U. S. Sdtoetary of State IJean 
Acheson jomed in the UN efforts 
to get down to specific provisions 
for decisive agreement on a peace 
formula by tomorrow. 
May Act by Wednesday 
The 60-member group is hopeful 
that the General Assembly will be 
able to act by Wednesday evening 
on the final peace plan. 
The urgency of shaping a politi­ 
cal blueprint for Korea’s future 
was pointed up by the fact that 
military events on the peninsula 
are continuing to run ahead of as­ 
sembly actions. 
Acheson. flanked by U. S. Dele­ 
gate John Foster Dulles and Am­ 
bassador Warren Austin, watched 
every development closely. He con­ 
fers at every opportunity with the 
dozen or more foreign ministers 
attending the session. But he has 
held no private conferences with 
Vishinsky. The western proposal, 
submitted by eight nations headed 
by Britain, calls for a UN commis­ 
sion to govern Korea until a stable 
regime cab be created through 
elections. It also gives tacit sanc-

President Truman 
Resting On Cruise 


WITH PRESIDENT TRUMAN 
ON CHESAPEAKE BAY, Oct. 3— 
President Truman shoved the wor­ 
ries of a Communist-threatened 
world as far out of sight as a Pres 
ident can today to devote himself 
to recuperating from the wear and 
tear of four crisis-ridden months. 
The President cleared his desk 
beiore he left the White House 
Saturday for a week’s cruise on 
Chesapeake Bay. 
Mr. Truman, for the time being, 
has turned command of the Kor­ 
ean conflict and the problems of 
defense mobilization over to the 
members of his cabinet. 
The chief executive left orders 
that no decisions were to be re­ 
ferred to him for action unless 
they concerned urgent matters of 
the highest importance.

RIO DE JANEIRO, Oct. 3 
(INS)—Some seven million voters 
in Brazil go to the polls today to 
choose a president and numerous 
other officials in a general elec 
tion. 
Army troops and peace officials 
in localities throughout the na­ 
tion were alerted to check any out 
break of violence.

wind-up of the election campaign 
was marked by scattered incidents 
on the eve of the balloting. 
Four men are entered in the 
presidential race, and there are 
about 15,000 candidates in all run­ 
ning for offices ranging down to 
the post of city councilman in the 
smallest Amazon hamlet. 
10 Million Registered 
There are an estimated 10 mil­ 
lion registered voters in the coun 
try but oL-these only about 70 per 
cent are expected to cast ballots 
The presidential contenders in­ 
clude former dictator Getulio Var 
gas, Labor party candidate; Chris 
tiano Machado, of the Socialist 
Democratic party; Eduardo Gomes, 
National Democratic Union candi­ 
date, and Jroa Mangabeira, Socia­ 
list.

Mrs. Simmons said Virgil has 
expressed a desire to enlist in the 
armed forces. 
She said: 
“I won’t sign his paper. They will 
have to draft him.” 
Mrs. Simmons’ husband enlisted 
in the Army before Pearl Harbor. 


No Newspapers In 
Pittsburgh Today

$1,000 Loss Occurs 
In Spoctoculor Blaze 


Damage of $1,000 occurred at 
5:27

The truck, which belonged to 
the Bolotin Furniture company, 
had been loaded in Sharon and 
was being brought to the New 
Castle store. 
When the driver 
stopped for the traffic light at 
Wallace avenue, on Highland, he 
noticed smoke coming from the in­ 
terior of the truck. An alarm was 
turned in from Box 22, calling 
three fire companies to the scene. 
They extinguished the blaze in the 
furniture by use of the booster 
tanks on the trucks, the furniture 
being unloaded into the street. 
The fire caused a tieup of traf­ 
fic at the spot for around half an 
hour. 
Later some of the fum ture was 
loaded into the truck and taken to 
343 East Washington street, where 
firemen were again called at 6:30 
o’clock to extinguish a small fire 
which broke out again in the re­ 
mains. 
Firemen found the blaze in the 
truck had started from a flexible 
exhaust tube, underneath the floor 
of the truck coming into contact 
with the bed of the floor.

South Korean Troops 
Drive Closer To 
Port Of Wonsan

TOKYO, Oct. 4—(Wednes­ 
day) — American planes at­ 
tacked enemy convoys in the 
Sinanju sector 70 miles south 
of the Manchurian b o r d e r 
Tuesday afternoon but official 
spokesmen said there has not 
been a single report of enemy 
r o o p s crossing from Man­ 
churia into North Korea. 
Sinanju is 41 air miles north 
of Pyongyang, capital of North 
Korea, and 70 air miles south 
of Sinuiju, situated on the 
south bank of the Yalu river 
opposite the Manchurian city 
of Antung. The river forms 
the boundary between Man­ 
churia and North Korea. 
A spokesman for Far East Air 
Force Headquarters told of the air 
strike in the Sinanju area but said 
there was no indication the at­ 
tacked convoys came from Man­ 
churia. 
He pointed out that other enemy 
troop movements had been spotted 
far 
south 
of 
the 
Manchurian 
border, especially one 80-vehicle 
convoy which came under air at­ 
tack between Chorwon and Kum- 
hwa, just above the 38th parallel. 
A spokesman at General Douglas 
MacArthur’s 
Headquarters 
said 
“not a single report” has been re­ 
ceived indicating “anything” 
is 
moving across the Yalu river from 
Manchuria. 
The 
report 
of 
new 
enemy 
strength came *s South Korean 
troops, aided by U. S. naval and 
air barrages, pressed steadily close 
to North Korea’s prized eastern 
port of Wonsan after overrunning 
a 35-mile-long strip of the enemy’s 
home territory. 
Officially Announced 
For the first time since it began 
more than two days ago. the South 
Korean drive north of the 38th 
parallel was announced officially 
by Gen. Douglas MacArthur. But 
the question of who had ordered 
the advance remained unanswered. 
Troops of two ROK (Republic of 
Korea) divisions—the Third and 
Capitol—were across the artificial 
border along the eastern seaboard. 
Two other ROK divisions — th t 
Sixth and Eighth—were at or near 
the controversial parallel. 
The ROK Third Division, which 
made an amazing 200-mile march 
north from Pohang in full battlt 
kit within one week, rammed spear­ 
heads to within 67 miles of Won­ 
san. The division’s chief of staff, 
Ljt Col. Jung Rei Hiok, declared: 
“We are going through to the 
Manchurian border. It will take * 
month—maybe two—but we will 
be there before winter.” 
This was related by International 
News Service War Correspondent 
Lee Ferrero in a dispatch received 
at 8:32 Tuesday night (6:32 a. m. 
EST). 
Report 28,888 Reds Maaaed 
Ferrero, who is accompanying 
the South Koreans in their drive 
up North Korea's east coast, said 
an estimated 20,000 Communist 
troops were reported massed at 
Wonsan. 
That city is a key junction of 
rail networks that reach up to the 
Russian Siberian naval stronghold 
of Vladivostok and the Red Man­ 
churian port of Dairen.

New Aspect Of War In Korea 


READINESS AFLOAT 
A survey by Fortune magazine claims th e U. S. M erchant 


Marine is about the only branch of “service" that approaches 


readiness for an emergency. In contrast to the sober warnings 


of Gen. Omar Bradley of western unpreparedness in other re ­ 


spects. this makes good reading. 
Figures compiled by the editors of Fortune show that ap­ 
proximately 85,000,000 tons of shipping could be pooled al­ 
most at once. This is nearly equal to the peak Allied tonnage 
in World War II. Half of it would be represented by American 
ships now afloat and in reserve. 
But it’s interesting to consider the composition of this 
mass of shipping. Despite the fact that the newest submarines 
being built in this country and in Russia have a submerged 
speed of 20 knots and better; not a single 20-knot merchant­ 
man is on the ways at this time, though there has been talk of 
building a few of them. 
Most American ships are the World War II “Liberties 
which have a top speed of 11 knots. Of the bigger, faster Vic­ 
tory sliips there are relatively few. The U. S. has only a hand­ 
ful of faster passenger liners that could be converted to troop 
carriers in a hury. but this is not too worrisome. 
An Allied shipping “pool" which has been worked out 
under terms of the North Atlantic defense pact would make 
plenty of foreign flag troop carriers available almost at once. 
The most glaring weakness seems to be in the shortage of 
fast tankers. There has been considerable agitation for a con­ 
struction program of this type of ship, and at least one has 
been built. 
In shipyards and shipways the nation is highly deficient. 
At the end of the last war more than 90 shipyards and 300 
shipways were in operation. Half of this shipbuilding capacity 
has been dismantled and only a small proportion is being 
worked at all. Unfortunately, this shipbuilding capacity has 
not been “mothballed” like so many of the ships it built. 
Balancing one thing against the other, the blue sky that 
Fortune professes to see is not too apparent. The nation has I 
ct^ d n°ef,!ve* 
masses of shipping. But its combat readiness is limited to th e

amount of protection the Navy can furnish, which at present 
is inadequate. So, it would be wise to say merely that the na­ 
tion is in fair shape, and proceed with the necessary planning 
for emergencies.

If I 
don’t sell it while my wife is 
away in New York looking for an 
apartment, she’ll come ba ‘k and 
accuse me of having done nothing 
in her abscence. If 1 do sell it, 
and hand her over the staggering, 
sum of $4.50, she’ll go get it 
changed into half dollars and hit 
me right over the head with the 
full amount.

Many Didn’t Complain 
Then there’s one of the couches 
in the living room. I’ll grant you J

such price. 
I’ve been living with this furni­ 
ture for a long time and I never 
realized it was in such horrible 
shape until these people arrived 
and started telling me about it. 
One dealer in used furniture took 
a look at a little burn in the din­ 
ing room carpet and threw up his 
hands as if he were viewing the 
Chicago fire. 
He said it would

repaired. When I said I’d repair 
it if I could get a better price for 
it, he all but told me that he 
didn’t trusl me to that extent and 
would have it darned, or whatever 
you do to rugs, himself.

One Of Nice Features 
One of the nice features of 
my home, which I am selling also, 
is the fact that it sits right on the

if it weren’t so near the ocean— 
the salt water corroded things so 
badly.

WASHINGTON, D. C.. Oct. 3 —The United States has won an­ 
other war—that, in naked simplictiy, is the matter which confronts our 
leaders in the associated fields of diplomacy, economics, philosophy 
and armed might. 
A great deal of complication clings to this simple truth as the 
bloody victory in Korea becomes a reality. 
But we will understand 
the case better if we stick to the central verity rather than snarl up 
our thinking in the appendages. 
Defeated In Field 
Let us say then that the North Koreans and their helpers have 
been defeated in the field just as the British redcoats, the various 
Indian tribes, the Mexicans, the Spaniards, the Philippino insurrec­ 
tionists, the Germans, the Italians and the Japs have been defeated 
in days gone by. 
True, we had some allies, as we at times had before. 
But the allies of 1950 were of less help, and should have less demand 
upon us than in the past. 
Despite the fiction of carrying out a United 
Nations police action, we have a clearer claim to write our own ticket 
than in 1918 or even in 1945. 
For we have not only become tha 
mightiest of military nations; we also stand as the fountainhead of the 
world’s diplomatic leadership, of the world’s wealth and even of the 
world’s thought. 
See What’s Left 
If anybody prefers to doubt these claims, let him subtract the 
American contribution from the world's total and see what’s left. 
Who else dominates the Seven Seas and the air above them? 
Whose 
diplomat» control every positive move of the 57-member UN and of the 
left-out nations, such as Germany, Japan and Spain? 
Where is there 
a continent or even an island which is not on our alms list? 
And 
what else, except made-in-America democracy, is the overriding phil- 
osophy and aspiration of the known universe? 
It is no time to be modest. 
Only when we see the simplicity and 
yet the magnitude of our own greatness can we face up to the problem 
on our hands. 
And only when we recognize the sources of our own 
power can we begin to use it in a world which needs it. 
We are 
powerful, let’s keep it simple, because the sons of our families, the 
graduates of our high schools and colleges, can go out and win us a 
war. 
The lines of A. E. Housman, although composed to celebrate 
the British Empire, will do to hail our own responsibility in world 
affairs. 
Housman wrote this familiar stanza to the British soldiers 
as a sort of postscript to “God Save the Queen”. 
“Oh, God will save her, fear you not; 
Be you the men you’ve been. 
Get you the sons your fathers got— 
And God will save the Queen.” 
So It Is With Us 
So it is with us. 
We should be in no doubt about who wins these 
wars and shapes our national destiny. 
Nor should we skip over the 
reasons that make GI Joe the modern equivalent of Tommy Atkins 
and Caesars legionnaires. 
We have a certain system—call it Ameri­ 
canism—which is a composite product of home-life, school-life, skill 
with machinery, hatred of drudgery, the itch to make a million dollars 
and the chance to do so. 
Take away these things from the American 
boy—squander or pervert his heritage—and he will not be the sort 
of person that he is today.

DEMAND FOR FOOD 


Food surpluses in the United States may soon cease to be 
a problem. Increased demand tor food is already arising out 
of the Korean situation. 
Before the U. S. forces broke out of the small beachhead 
in Korea. 6,000,000 natives of the area and refugees were 
huddled there. Food stocks dwindled rapidly, as South Korea 
produces only 25 per cent of the food requirem ents of its 
normal population. 
Now that war has reduced rice harvest expectations, 
there are many additional millions who will be looking to the 
United States for food next winter. The United States, which 
received little aid from other UN nations in the war, will re­ 
ceive little or none in feeding the starving Koreans. 
In addition to feeding American forces in Korea, this 
country will take on these millions of Koreans. 
This is the beginning of another draft upon American soil 
for food for the destitute of the world, to be provided by 
American taxpayers. Huge surpluses of wheat and other food 
stocks may no longer be a national problem. At the end of the 
road will be the problem of producing sufficient food for this 
country, with enough left over to keep alive the peoples Amer­ 
ica is taking under its wing.

USE SEWING MACHINE FOR 
EASY MENDING 
Try using the sewing machine 
to help speed up the family mend­ 
ing. Machine darning is useful for 
tears, holes and thin places in 
dresses underwear, aprons, men's 
and boys’ clothing and household 
linens. 
Machine darning is done by 
stitching backward and forward 
across the worn place or tear. To 
stitch backward, where the ma­ 
chine does not have the lever for 
reverse stitching, barely lift the 
presser foot, then move the ma­ 
terial toward you slowly enough to 
get stitches of the same size as 
those used in regular stitching. 
Lower the foot again to stitch for­ 
ward. 
It is a good practice to thread 
the machine with matching thread 
and adjust the length of stitch to 
suit the cloth. Trim the hole in the 
garment to make it square or ob­ 
long shaped. Place a piece of 
matching material under the hole. 
Work from the right side, stitching 
backward and forward across the 
edges of the hole. Keep the rows 
of stitching 
uniform and close 
enough to make the mend hold 
firmly.

There are that many peo­ 
ple now getting old-age and sur­ 
vivors insurance payments in this 
aica. 
Obviously, I can’t be specific. We 
must ,:sk you to be patient and 
wa»t until your September check 
reaches you in early October. That 
check will tell you in dollars and 
cents just how much your benefit 
payments have been increased. 
I do want to’ say, however, that 
increases range from about 50% 
for highest benefit groups to about 
100% lor low benefit groups. For 
example—-the average benefit of 
approximately $26 per month for 
a retired insured worker will bt 
increased to about $46. If you are 
now getting $40 a month in pay­ 
ments as a retired worker your 


parents, widows, and dependent 
children must be figured individ­ 
ually. 
The amounts of these in­ 
creases will depend largely on the 
amount of the 
insured retired 
worker’s enlarged benefit. 
In no 
case will increased family benefit 


payments exceed eighty per cent 
of his average monthly wage. 
All of the increases I have men 
tioned apply to present beneficiar 
ies. The new law makes it easier 
for workers to qualify for social 
security protection and become fu­ 
ture beneficiaries under old-age 
and survivors insurance. 
In my 
next article I shall discuss this im­ 
portant phase of your new social 
security.

in 1823 and practiced for five 
years, serving in the Massachu­ 
setts House of Representatives and 
in the state Senate. He was elect­ 
ed to Congress as a Whig. In 1841 
he succeeded Daniel Webster in 
the Sedate, where he made a se­ 
ries of brilliant speeches qn the 
tariff, the Oregon bpundary andl 
in opposition to the annexation of 
Texas. 
After Webster’s re-elecl 
tion he practiced law in Massa­ 
chusetts. 
He died July 13, 1859, 
at Halifax, Nova Scotia, while en 
route to Europe.
